The inventions of claims 1-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1-3 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 (in particular. Par. Nos. 0020, 0022, 0035-0036, 0062) describes a 
backlight device for a liquid-crystal display comprising a light scattering plate in which 
methyl methacrylate and styrene are combined at a weight ratio of 30 : 70 - 70 : 30. 

Document 2 (in particular. Par. Nos. 0030-0032) describes a backlight device for a 
liquid-crystal display comprising a light scattering plate from a material with low 
hygroscopicity. 

Document 3 (in particular Par. Nos. 0009-0012, 0018) describes a backlight device 
for a liquid^rystal display comprising a hght scattering plate comprising a combination of 
methyl methacrylate and styrene and a UV absorbing agent. 

Here, according to Fig, 2 of the present application, the light scattering plate of the 
invention described in document 1 apparently satisfies the relationship between the 
saturation hygroscopicity and color difference of the invention described in claim 1. 

Furthermore, creating the invention described in claim 1 by introducing a UV 
absorbing agent and reducing the color difference as in the invention described in document 
3 by using a material with a low saturation hygroscopicity could have easily been conceived 
of by a person skilled in the art. 

With respect to the invention described in claim 4, document 3 (in particular Par. No. 
0027) can be referred to, and with respect to the inventions described in claims 5-6, a 
reference can be made to using a cold cathode tube of a high-brightness type as a light 
source in the invention described in document 3 (in particular Par. No. 0004).
